tion, his passing excites even deeper 
sorrow. 
T he sym pathy of the arm y w as con­ 
voked to Countess Roberts, widow o ' 
the soldier, in tin* following appropri­ 
ate telegram from General Sir John 
Trench: 
“ In the nam e of ills m ajesty's army 
serving in France I wish to lie allowed 
to convey to you ami your family our 
heartfelt 
.sympathy. 
Y’our 
grief 
is 
shared by us who mourn tile loss of a 
much lo vet I chief. 
As he was called. 
it seem# a fitter ending to tile life of 
so great a soldier that be should have 
passed away amid the troops he loved 
so well ami within sound of the guns." 
The London Tost learned that Earl 
Roberts, after crossing to France, met 
the Indian troops the following day 
and had a great welcome. T he follow 
ing day lit* went to see the fighting 
It was an extremely cold day, with a 
heavy rain and bitter winds.

Growers Advised to Control the Pest 
by Clsaring Fields of Rubbish. 
Com plaints have been received by 
the U nited States departm ent of agri­ 
culture from tile alfalfa grow ing sec­ 
tions of southern Virginia of serious 
injury to alfalfa by an insect depreda­ 
tor which girdles the stem s of the 
plants. 
These injuries have proved to i 
be tile w ork of the three cornered a1- j 
falfa hopper. 
This is a small, yellow­ 
ish green insect, which obtains its 
food by sucking the sap of the plants 
attacked and therefore cannot be poi­ 
soned w ith arsenical sprays. 
It punc­ 
tures the stems of the affected plant 
in such a manner as to cause girdling, j 
thus depriving it of nourishm ent and 
causing it to become yellow and die off j 
above th e girdled aren. 
Tile adu lt insects pass the w inter in 
a more or less dormant condition un- j 
der bunches of wild grass, dead leaves, j 
brush. weed*, etc., in the latitude of 
southern Virginia, hut m ay remain ac­ 
tive most of the winter In the extreme 
southern portion of the affected terr!- j 
tory. 
T h e eggs are deposited in the 
stems of the plants behind leaf sheath* | 
and sometimes at tile surface of the 
soil during the first w arm days of I 
spring in southern Virginia, hut as ear* I 
!y as February In Arizona and south- j 
em California. 
The life cycle from egg to adult or | 
cupies, roughly slinking, from fifty to 
sixty days. 
Thus in the latitude of j 
southern Virginia there are probably J 
two annual broods, but in southern I 
Arizona and California qs m any as 
four broods may occur. 
The territory 
mainly affected by the insect may lie 
roughly indicated as all th a t portion 
of the country south of latitude 35 de- j 
crees, 
although 
tile 
insect 
occurs 
throughout almost the entire country 
excepting tin* Rocky Mountains and 
Cascade range plateaus. 
It feeds ii|ion 
many plant*, chiefly those of the bean 
family, but Is mainly injurious to al­ 
falfa. clover and cowpeas. 
The chief mean* of controlling the 
three cornered alfalfa flopper Is by de­ 
stroying Its hibernating places. 
Thus 
all bunches of rye and other wild 
grasses. w«*eds, brush, rubbish, etc., in 
or a lieut affected fields, in fence cor 
liers, 
along ditch hanks, should be 
burned or otherwise destroyed during 
the fall or winter months after the 
in s e ts have ceased feeding ami have 
become d orm an t 
Pasturing affected 
fields w here practicable has l>een found 
beneficial. 
Harvesting affected alfalfa 
imm ediately after egg laying bas oc­ 
curred will also probably prove some­ 
what effective.
